Enough was accomplished at tho pub- 


lic exhibition of the audiphone in this 
city, November 21, to show that we have 
in it an extremely promising aid to those 
allliclcd with defective hearing. It is 
quite possible, too, that it is the leader 
in a line of invention which will ulti- 
mately enable the mute to speak as well 
as the (leaf to hear. 


The instrument is simply a thin plate 


of 
vulcanized rubber shaped like a 


Japanese fan. 
'NYlnm in use it is curved 


to give it llu: requisite tension, by means 
of cords attached to the outer edge of the 
fan and fastened, at the junction of thft 
handle. 
\Vhen the top of the fan is 


placed against the upper toclh the im- 
pinging sound waves create a sensible 
vibration which is conveyed through the 
teeth and tlie bones of the face (or possi- 
bly by the denial nerves) lo the auditory 
nervo. With a little practice the sounds 
thus received are interpreted the same 
as if they reached the nerves of hearing 
through the ear; and thus the deaf are 
made' lo hear more or less dislinetl}-, 
provided, of course, that the auditory 
nerve itself is not defective. 
Jixperi- 


meiits are being made with a class of 
deaf-mutes to determine whether such 
nnt'ortuncs can be taught to speak by the 
use of this invention, a result strongly 
indicated by the results thus far ob- 
tained.

A Might Ainoii!? Other Worlds. 


Wliocvor reads go oil old Tboiutis Dick's 


de.soription of his astronomical observa- 
tory on the top of his house in Seotltuid, 
comtnnndinga view of forty miles of hill 
and valley scenery along the Tay, must 
feel a ilusirc to follow tne author in lii.s 
studios of the stars. 
And, indeed, the, 


amount of instruction anil ainusiMnonl ;i 
small astronomical telescope is cajiablo 
of affording cauuot be appreeiated by the 
man who never owned one. Some of the 
most famous telescopes in existence are 
owned by English amateurs, and most 
charming descriptive books on astronomy 
have been written by Englishmen who do 
not pretend to. be 'professional astrono- 
mers. 
In this country \vc not onlv huvc 


purer skies than (hose of Kn»;land."and a 
more favorable situation in latitude, but. 
some of our opticians have astonished the 
scientific men of Europe by their achieve- 
ments in telescope making. 
Yet the 


number o£ Americans who own and us is 
telescopes, outside of the observatories, 
is comparatively small. 


Among the lirst objects that the ama- 


teur who has become the possessor of an 
astronomical telescope turns to arc the 
planets, the earth's brother and sister 
worlds. 
Although it is bevond expecta- 


tion that any telescope will ever lie con- 
structed powerful enough to stiow us the 
possible inhabitants of any of the planets, 
yet every increase of telescopic power re- 
veals new features, and such a discovery 
as that of the existence of continents, 
oceans and snow fields in Mars—the cor- 
rectness of whieh may be tested by any 
one who has a good telescope of three or 
four inches aperture—is enough to stir 
the imagination of the most- inditVerent. 


The lirst of the planets that, the young 


telescopist trios, and, with the possible 
exception of Venus, the best known of 
them is Jupiter, the giant of the. family. 
To the unassisted eye this planet, which 
is 1,800 times us bulky as the earth, ap- 
pears as a very bright star of a slightly 
yellowish hue, and of a pretty steady 
light. His four moons ean be seen with 
a lirst-rate spy-glass, but not lo advan- 
tage. 
To see Jupiter and his moons 


well, a power of not less than fifty diam- 
eters should be employed on a three-inch 
telescope. 
Such a power gives a beauti- 


ful view of the planet and the four satel- 
lites, all in one ticld. 
The difference in 


the size and color of the moons ean bu 
perceived \fitlT earel'i}!' watching, and the 
startling phenomenon of the sudden ex- 
tinguishment of the moons as they pas.i 
into the great conical shadow the planet 
throws out into space behind him is dis- 
tinctly seen. When magnified lifty times, 
by which is meant titty diameters, 01 
2,500 times superficially. 
Jupiter ap- 


pears larger than the full moon does tn 
the naked eye.

So far as seienee is able to shetj 


light upon the p;isl, the age. stands out 
as prominently as any oilier with whieh 
geology has to deal. 
In this old age, an 


age immediately succeeding the coal 
period of whieh I spoke last, week, rep- 
tiles ruled tho earth; indeed, were tlio 
tyrants of the earth. 
And huge mou- 


sters they were, some as large MS the 
whale. 
The largest living repiile is the 


erocodilo, with a femur (I high hone) six 
inches long and an inch and a halt' in. di- 
ameter. 
What six.e do yon suppose tho 


femur was of the largest animal that 
lived in the Reptilian Age':' Professor 
Newberry, of New York, has a plaster 
cast, and this is not entire, as a portion 
of the socket of the original is wanting, 
which shows one of those animals to 
have hud a fiiniur six t'eut two inches 
long, and two feet in diameter at oiie 
end and eighteen inches tit Ihe other. 
Bones bear such a relation to each other, 
there is such a correlation between the 
parts of skeletons, thai, give a scientist a 
single bone or tooth and IK? is able tore- 
construct the entire skeleton. 
Thus re- 


constructing this animal il must havo 
stood thirty or forty feet high, and if it 
had a tail, as lizards have, must, havo 
been 100 foot long. 
Jt is Ihe largest 


land animal known, though il may bo 
eclipsed by future discoveries. 
Tho 


great bulk of our whale is supported by 
the buoyant power of the water. 
How 


then could such a huge animal as that 
just described have existed on the land? 
Without doubt the flesh was not so 
heavy, while the bones were more por- 
ous. 
There were many other animals in 


the. 
ago, but none so large. 
We can 


form some estimate of the number of 
animals that existed in the Reptilian. 
Age by comparing their remains with 
tho number of animals that to-day die 
and are imbedded in the mud. 
Proba- 


bly no more than one out ol 10,000 or 
100,000 animals that die to-day are thus 
preserved. Therefore we conclude that 
an ag^e that left such an abundance of 
roimiiiis must have had numerous ani- 
mals. 


A word as to tho growth of our conti" 


iicnt during this age. 
You will ropiertf- 


bur that North America was at first V 
shaped; that by successive fallings" and 
risings and the exposure of beds of sand 
and mud along its borders it gradu'allj' 
grew, until at tliQ cud of tlie carbpijiief- 
ous age it extended to tho south of Lotir 
coal tields. 
So far tho rock irjnkliSg had 


all gone on to the eastward, but no\\v In 
the Reptilian Age wo iind the scerio of 
continental growth shifting to the west, 
and the Sierra Nevada, Wasatch ami 
Henry Mountains and some others afp 
formed, .but not the Rocky Mountains', 
whieh aro of a later date, and at its end 
we find tlio continent nearly completed 
—all but a little, strip along the c'bnst of 
the Southern States and Mexico and tho 
western coast of America. There are 
some formations connected with this pe- 
riod that havo an interest for us. You 
know 
tho houses 
of Brooklyn and 


New York arc built of brown stotic. This 
stone is a rock of the Reptilian Age,,t'or 
during that age the valley of the Con- 
necticut was an arm of the sea, and 
feems to have been gradually sinking, 
Ihe debris washed down from the neigh- 
boring hills being washed into it, until 
to-day we hnve as a result: a bed of stone 
hundreds of feet thick, composed of 
hardened, triturated, pulverized rock. 
Iron enters into the composition of tho 
stone, but iu an oxydized state, which 
gives the stono the color for which it is 
so highly prized, and the.quality of dura- 
bility. 
There is another strip of similar 


rock, beginning at the Palisades and ex- 
tending ".southwest •through New Jer- 
rey into Pennsylvania, and then run- 
ning lo the westward and far into 
the State of Virginia. This rock belongs 
to the Triassic period of the age, the 
other periods being the Jurassic find 
Cretacious. 
There is no doubt that tho 


long strip of rock last described also 
marks the position of an ancient valley 
to which the sea had free access. In 
this brown stone we Iind the remains of 
reptiles, and the first traces discovered 
in America were found at the Portland 
quarries, in Connecticut. A prominent 
plant of tho Reptilian Age was similar 
to what we call the sago palm, though it 
is not a palm. 
It is a very interesiino- 


plant, because it combines the peculiar^ 
ties of three tree families, havim>- tho 
habits of the palm, but having its "proat 
fronds rolled at their extremities its in 
the fern, and having the texture of the 
trunk similar to tho structure of the 
conefcr orpine. It is what is known a3 
the synthetic type, and the evead. as it 
is called, was the characteristic plant of 
the Reptilian Ago. 


The Age of Reptiles could very truly 


be called the Ago of Mollnsks, 'but wo 
designate it by the former title because 
the reptile represented the highest lype 
of animal life then existing. The bivalves 
were very different from any living repre- 
sentatives, one for instance bi'iug'uonical 
in form and having a cap at the top. 
Some of the univalves were a foot in 
diameter. 
The largest moll asks in all 


ages have -been tho cephalopoda, or 
devil-fishes, and in the Reptilian Ago 
they were wonderful creatures. 
Their 


shells were of almost all conceivable 
shapes, coiled, spiral and twisted. The 
diameter of our penrly naulilim is six- 
inches, but these old ancestors some- 
times attained a diameter of three feet
